jiravcrs.  whicdi  hail  hern  (•oiiileiiiiird  hy  no  (■cch'siisticd  authority, 
could  !h'  a  valid  ground  of  siisj»eiisinn.  and  to  do  the  Hishop  s  intelli- 
gence iull  jii.-tici'  he  did  not  so  nakedly  pretend.  He  holstereil  up 
his  decision  hy  the  con^ideratiolls  that  .^Ir.  Triine's  licence  was  ill 
(/;••////('/  innh  r  incii/lnr  cirrinnshniri s  and  (li  tlnif.  onli/  firo  iinnif/is 
iiijn  :  and  ]n'rliaps  hy  a  third  consideration,  not  avowed  to  .Mr.  I'riine. 
that  St.  John  the  KvaiiLiclists,  v.here  he  ofliciated  as  curate,  wa--  ••  a 
suspected  and  isolated  Church  apart  i'roin  the  rest  ol'the  jliocese,"  It 
would  he  unwise,  liowever,  to  allow  ouesell"  to  he  coui'used  hy  the 
]>ishop"s  had  louic.  .^Ir.  Prime  was  susjieiided  either  hecause  he  re- 
coniniended  the  prayers  in  th'!  '•  itule  ol' Lite '"  to  two  people,  or  he- 
cause  the  IJishop  did  not  like  him  and  siis/xcfid  St.  .John  the  l^van- 
iiolist's.  In  either  case  the  decision  is  without  precedent,  and  as  cmi- 
trarv  to  the  practice  of  the  (Jhurch.  as  it  is  to  every  ]ii'iiici])le  of  jus- 
tioo. 

Kven  in  the  (Mmrch  of  Hoine.  the  arbitrariness  of  whose  rule  is  so 
often  insisted  on,  no  one  incurs  a  penalty  for  a  writiuii'  whitdi  is  not 
condenmod.  In  the  Privy  ('ouncil,  ai'ter  a  rei^ular  trial  for  heresy, 
the  party  accused  is  always  allowed  to  recant  before  final  sentence  i^ 
pronounced.  Only  a  few  months  a^o  .Mr.  \hiv-:ey  was  allowed  a  we(d< 
to  rec:int.  .Mr.  Jh'ime  oil'eied  at  once  to  ilei>t  fVoni  cii'cnlatiu-  the 
'•  Kule  of  Life  '"  if  the  IJishop  should  desire  it.  and  ai'ter  tint  tender 
of  siibiuissimi  he  was  suspended. 

To  these  three  cases  a  fourth  may  be  added,  .\  most  exempl  irv 
!nid  over-worked  country  clerLiynian,  in  delicate  he  dtli.  was  obliged  to 
re^imi  the  two  charpH  hi'  Jii'liL  ai^ki.i\i;  for  .Work  of  ;i  less  fat i'_:uinL; 
kind.  Ilis  resii:natie5l  wtav  acjcej^C'd^  ^)u|  •  tiJh  ((tlipi?  (Milplovnient  w,'s 
refused  to  him  in  the  Dinccso.  anil  tlie  Hevi'l.' Mr.' "R  irly'<\'as  comitelled 
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to  t;.kc  itI'u-o  ..IscwlHrr.     Tl.i>  was  crt  .iiilv  nut  uwin-  to  tlu'  supor- 
;il)Uii(l:iiicr  ofcU-r<i_viiu!ii  in  tlic  Di.toi'se  of  Moiitrciil. 

K;k-1.  oi'  tlic.o  c.iscs  is  siinifim.t,  takc-i.  by  itsolf,  to  .-tartlr  tlic  liMst 
IMvjmli.H^a  obsiTVLT  ;  but  thry  have  a  c-iirioiis  W-uUuv  in  nminmii.  All 
these  ck'i-ynuMi,  who  have  been  thus  harasse.l,  beh.n-  to  tl.r  party  ni 
the  (Miuirh,  who.  unlike  Sy.lui'y  Smiths  elerieal  ae-iuaintanee,  literally 
believe  the  whole  .',\)  articles,  and  neither  eoil  up  a  radiator  under  the 
;iltar  table,  nor  make  I'un  of  the  si-n  of  the  Cross. 

The   object  of  these    pa-es   is   to   dr.iw    the    attention    ol'  the   J»ro- 
vineial    Svnod  t..    this    attempt  to   make  the   Bishop  an    autoerat  ;    not 
only  M.le  dispenser  oi'  all  the  patrona-o  of  the  Church  ;  but  tlu3  absolute 
and  liual   jud-e  as  to  matur  of  .loetrine,  and   the  arbitrary  ruler  over 
every  cler-yn'ian   in   the   Diocese.     It  will   doubtless    be   atteuij^ted   to 
blind  the  eyes  of  the  publie  by  turnin-  -Mr.  Prime  into  ridicule  ;   but 
the    vauariesof  Mr.  Prime  arc   mere  accidents.      They  have   iiothin- 
t.,  do  Nvith  the  (piostion  .^o  practically  jmt  by  the  liishop  in  .^j.itc  of  his 
protestations  of  u.odention.     There  was  nothing  eccentric  about  either 
Mr.  Loo.semore,  .Mr.  Daxidson  ..r  Mr.  Early,  and  yet  they  -ot   pretty 
uuich  the  same  amount   oi"   protection   and  consideration   lioin  their 
Bishop  as  the  Bcverend  Mr.  I'rime.     All  have  been  sacriliccd  to  the 
persecution  of  a  party. 
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
